Once upon a time, Hamlin, Tex as, 
had 
the 
distinction 
of 
being 
the 
smallest paved-stieet town in Tex as. 
Old timers will recall that in the 
early day s it was a boom-town city , 
an d when it rain ed it poured an d 
| the main street, which measured six 
I blocks, soon became a mass of sticky 
j mud, and impassable. 
So in 19 11, 
j the city held an election an d it car- 
| l ied to bond the town $20,000.00 to 
pave the cen ter third of the street, 
leaving the property owners one- 
third of each side to carry a tax - 
lien on the property to liquidate the 
$40,000.00, 
making 
a 
$60,000.00 
project for “ Little 01’ Hamlin." The 
work was done in 19 12, accordin g 
to records at the City Hall. 
Well, a good job was done, an d 
it held up till the craze for “ bright 
lights" in the cen ter of the street 
became the rage. So they dug out 
tren ches for the cables. Later they 
had to be repaired and some more 
digging. Then later they began to 
sink gas tan ks by the side of the 
paving, and as the time passed, the 
tan ks were 
dug up, and often a 
puddle of w ater stood that seeped 
un der 
the 
paving. 
Later a sewer 
line had to be cut un der or across 
the street, so in time, with the in ­ 
creasing heavy traffic, the fine g ra n ­ 
itoid 
paving cracked, deteriorated, 
and was patched an d patched. 
The age of hard highway s came 
and the lights were removed, 
the 
cen ter cross-street posts were dug 
out, and later the Highway D epart­ 
men t assumed main ten an ce, and so 
here we are, September 19 45, with 
the 
Highway 
D epartm en t 
puttin g 
down a black topping. All this week 
curiosity has held sway to watch the 
big machines put down the groun d 
asphalt-top. It looks like a jam -up 
job. 
We wan t to give a lot of credit 
to the District En gin eer, S. J. Tread- 
away , and his assistant, J. C. Ro­ 
berts, an d the Resident En gin eer, 
Jack Gorman, the latter two being 
on the job-site all the time. And 
right here let us say that if all men 
working for Tex as put in as much 
good, steady , hard work as the high­ 
way boy s do, Tex as would get her 
money ’s worth. 
All the recen t work at the presen t 
job is done by regular force and 
Highway -owned machinery . The as­ 
phalt m aterial cost about $4.50 ton 
delivered. One square of surface on 
Cen tral Avenue is gettin g 120 lbs. 
of topping, so one can figure that 
the Highway D epartm en t is doing a 
gran d job for Hamlin. T hat’s n ot 
all. It was liberal for the D epart­ 
men t to do so much digging out of 
streets south of the Rotan Highway 
to get drain age, and NOW it will be 
up to the City to keep the way s 
open. Drain age is slight in Hamlin, 
and a con stan t watch is necessary . 
Great work, boy s.

March 24 that Staff Sgt. Willie A. 
Doby was reported missing in action 
in Italy . He is a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John R. Doby of the Plasterco com­ 
munity , and a telegram from the 
W ar 
Departmen t was received 
by 
them last Friday , Sept. 7, revealing 
the sad news that this y oung man 
has been lost in action as of that 
date. The message reads as follows: 
‘’Washington, 1). C., Sept. 6, 19 45 
“John R. Doby , Rt. 2, Hamlin, Tex . 
“ The Secretary of W ar asked me 
to ex press his deep regret that y our 
son, Staff Sgt. Willie A. Doby , was 
killed in action over Italy , March 
24, 19 45. He was previously report­ 
ed missing in acton . I regret that 
unavoidable circum stan ces made the 
necessary lapse of tim e in reportin g 
y our son’s death to y ou. Confirming 
letter follows. 
“ WETSELL, Acting Adjt. Gen."

Hamlin community this is saddening 
information,

hope that Willie Doby , a jolly , fine 
>oung man could come back to his 
home and friends. We well remem­ 
ber his cheerful bearin g an d fine

Squadron. He had seen much service 
even then, after being in the Air

Jesu s said: “ Bu t seek y e first the king dom of God, and his 
rig hteou sness; and all these thing s shall be added u nto y ou .” (Matt. 
6:33) 


What a transformation wou ld be wrou g ht in this wicked old 
world if all men wou ld do that! Yes, what a transformation wou ld 
be wrou g ht in the chu rch if all the members of it were to pu t the 
king dom ahead of ev ery body and ev ery thing ! Christians do that. 
Nothing takes precedence ov er the chu rch with them. 


When we pu t the king dom of God first, we attend all the 
serv ices of the chu rch. We do not forsake the assembly (Heb. 10: 
25). We do not allow ou r bu siness eng ag ements and social affairs 
to keep u s from assembling . Ou r relig iou s du ties hav e the rig ht of 
way . If any thing mu st su ffer, it will be ou r bu siness relativ e to the 
affairs of this life. The king dom mu st come first. We know that 
all of ou r phy sical necessities will be taken care of when we pu t 
the chu rch first. When we pu t the king dom of God first, we will 
meet with the disciples to break bread. (Acts 20:7) 
We will not 
meet to worship a preacher, bu t to worship God. The worship will 
be the thing u ppermost in ou r hearts. We wou ld not think of al­ 
lowing any thing to keep u s from the worship. We will not be fou nd 
g oing on pleasu re jau nts when the saints are assemblisg for wor­ 
ship. 
We will not be g oing v isiting a t the hou r of worship. We 
will not be fou nd at home entertaining some of ou r relativ es and 
friends. 


When we pu t the king dom first, we will g iv e as we hav e been 
prospered. (I Cor. 16:1-2). We will abou nd in the g race of g iv ing 
(II Cor. 8 :7) So many times we pu t the g rocery bill, the clothing 
bill, the rent bill, the fu el bill, the insu rance bill, the pleasu re bill, 
and other bills ahead of the chu rch. 
Yes, we mu st hav e food, 
clothing , and shelter; bu t Jesu s said, and I believ e he told the tru th, 
“Seek y e first the king dom of God and his rig hteou ssess and all 
these thing s (food, clothing , shelter, etc.) shall be added u nto y ou .” 
Friends, there is no q u estion abou t it, we hav e the cart before the 
horse. 


It is a rare thing to g o into a home today withou t one or 
more newspapers. Ev en the v ery poorest hav e a newspaper with 
the “fu nnies.” People think nothing of stopping on the -way home 
from worship and pay ing ten cents or more for a Su nday paper. 
Ou r v ery best relig iou s papers cost less than fou r cents a week. 
And they are filled with worth-while reading matter. Reading them 
draws y ou closer to God and to the brethren. We hav e thou sands 
of homes in which no g ospel paper comes. We cannot plead pov erty 
becau se there is too mu ch other reading matter present. 
Often­ 
times filthy mag azines are allowed to come into the home. 
When 
these are seen ly ing arou nd, it is ev ident that here is another home 
that is not pu tting the king dom first. 


When we pu t the king dom of God first, we find time for daily 
Bible stu dy .
